7.  Foundation  rebars  phase  March  25th 

8.  Engineer  of  record  scheduled  for  observation  of  rebar  for  March  26  1 0:00  am  if  weather  permits. 

9.  Concrete  por  for  foundations  will  be  scheduled  and  Alexander  will  be  informed  for  lane  closure  ahead  of  time.  (Lane  closure  might  be  required  for  half  day)

Site  Condition  Update 

Per  Tania's  remarks  the  Artists  team  has  already  considered  and  is  implementing  the  mentioned  precautionary  measures  to  our  best  ability. 

At  this  point  in  time  we  will  be  moving  with  the  project  one  day  at  a  time,  considering  the  situation  in  the  City,  availability  and  schedule  of  all  involved 
parties. 

After  my  visit  to  site  on  March  23  2020  we  wanted  to  bring  few  items  to  everyones  attention. 

1.  The  fence  was  moved  out  of  place  by  unknown  individuals  at  the  North  side  facing  Hollywood  Blvd.  and  is  fixed  now  by  the  Artists  team. 

2.  The  fence  at  the  North  side  neighboring  wall  was  out  of  place,  chain  missing. 

3.  Additional  chain  and  lock  was  added  to  the  fence  on  the  North  side  neighboring  wall  by  the  Artists  team. 

4.  The  portable  toilet  was  the  main  purpose  of  entry  in  our  opinion 
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5.  Container  and  stones  are  intact 

6.  Extremely  Unsanitary  situation  with  leftover  rotting  food  remains,  some  extremely  dirty  belongings,  needles  etc.  at  the  West  side  of  the  fence  near 
101  Offramp  under  the  large  tree  (Needs  attention  and  cleaning  to  be  sent  out  right  away  perhaps  by  Burau  of  Sanitation)  see  attached  pictures. 

7.  Fence  Tarp  Privacy  Screen  for  the  entire  perimeter  of  Chain  link  fence  is  a  must  at  this  point  (Please  suggest  which  department  can  handle  this) 

8.  To  prevent  further  entry  to  site  a  barb  wire  can  be  placed  above  chain  link  fences  perimeter.  (Please  suggest  which  department  can  handle  this) 

7.  Artist  team  will  attach  Construction  zone  standard  signage  on  the  fence  once  the  Fence  Tarp  Privacy  Screen  is  in  place. 

8.  Artists  team  will  produce  a  Banner  to  be  attached  to  the  fence  for  the  project  (Waiting  for  language,  text,  logos  etc.) 

8.  Artists  team  will  install  a  tarp  for  the  scaffolding  during  the  scaffold  installation. 

9.  Parking  for  the  Artists  team  and  construction  crew  still  not  resolved 

10.  Lane  closures  clarification.  Lane  closured  need  to  be  in  place  by  9:00  am  thus  it  takes  30  to  40  min  to  execute  this  process  and  we  only  have  9:00 
am  to  3:30  pm  work  hours, 

11.  Construction  Schedule  is  being  updated  on  daily  bases  and  will  be  provided  to  the  entire  group 

With  Monument  work  in  progress  in  this  challenging  times  we  are  doing  everything  in  our  power  to  expedite 
all  the  processes  and  the  above  mentioned  items  need  immediate  attention  and  resolution.

Thank  you  for  providing  the  schedule  for  this  week's  onsite  work  for  LAG. 

As  Alexander  may  have  mentioned  during  your  individual  communications,  the  City  of  LA  is  continuing  with  construction  services,  and  the  LAG  public  art  project 
falls  within  that  consideration.  Similar  to  the  City's  new  precautionary  measures  to  protect  its  employees  and  the  public  from  COVID,  we  will  ask  Atanian  Art 
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Center  to  also  implement  these  new  measures  while  onsite  for  themselves  and  contractors.  This  includes: 


1.  Having  hand-washing  stations  or  hand  sanitizer  available 

2.  Practice  6  feet  of  physical  distancing  when  working  outside  of  the  arch's  main  footprint. 

3.  Try  to  keep  number  of  persons  onsite  to  10  or  less 

4.  If  you  have  protective  masks,  feel  free  to  use  them. 

I  know  that  it  is  unrealistic  for  the  art  team  to  keep  a  distance  from  each  other  while  digging  soil  and  moving  the  stone,  but  in  moments  where  folks  are  taking  a 
break  or  moving  different  things  at  the  same  that  are  onsite,  it  would  be  ideal  to  be  mindful  of  everyone's  proximity  and  give  each  other  that  breathing  room. 

I  might  be  able  to  make  a  site  visit  this  week. ..I'll  keep  you  apprised.
